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RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT WITH TRAVERSE 

Sir: 

In response to the election of species requirement of September 8, 2005 for which a 
response is due on or before October 8, 2005, Applicants hereby elect, with traverse, Species a, 
which is readable on claim 1-12 and Subspecies d, which is readable on claims 1-4, and 6-12. 
Applicants note that claim 9 recites that the first and second coatings are different compositions, 
which does not exclude the coatings each containing the same therapeutic agent. As such, 
Applicants submit that claim 9 is readable on Subspecies d. Applicants also submit that they are 
entitled to have examined in a single application a reasonable number of species. See MPEP 
806.04(a). The present application only contains 18 claims; claims 1 and 12 are both directed to 
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a method of manufacturing a medical device comprising a desired amount of a therapeutic agent 
with an intermediate determination step; and the Examiner has not indicated that these claims 
belong to a different class or subclass. As such, Applicants submit that a search and examination 
of all the claims can therefore be made without undue burden on the Examiner and therefore 
request reconsideration of this election of species requirement.
